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DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL  SECTION 


Demonstration    School 

Seventeen  years  ago,  when  the  State  Teachers  College  was  begun,  educational  practices  were 
quite  different  from  those  of  today.  There  has  been  a  growing  need  for  a  real  laboratory, 
where  the  college  students  could  put  into  practice  the  theories  promulgated  in  the  methods  courses. 
The  need  has  been  met  by  erecting  a  Demonstration  School  building  and  securing  trained  experts 
for  every  phase  of  work  carried  on.  The  continuous  procession  of  students,  observers,  partici- 
pators,  and  visitors  that  come  every  day  proves  that  the  real  practice  is  indispensable. 

The  building  is  an  $85,000  single  story,  red  brick  building,  modern,  and  built  according  to 
advanced  ideas  of  school  architecture.  The  equipment  cost  an  additional  $20,000.  The  building 
is  divided  into  three  units,  the  elementary  department  consisting  of  six  rooms,  the  junior  high 
school  of  four  rooms,  and  the  senior  high  school  of  four  rooms.  There  is  a  large  library  room, 
and  one  of  the  best  school  libraries  to  be  found  anywhere.  At  present  the  enrollment  is  held  at 
three  hundred  thirtv-two  pupils — one  hundred  sixty-six  in  the  first  six  grades  and  one  hundred 
sixty-six  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Demonstration  School  to  have  a  representative  body  which  does  not 
eliminate  the  problem  cases.  The  student  teachers  meet  with  a  situation  which  is  just  as  natural 
as  they  will  meet  upon  entering  actively  into  the  teaching  service.  There  is  a  balanced  program 
of   all  phases  of  athletic  and   literary  work.
